Stocks rose on reports that Ber- 
egovoy, admired by investors for 
tight fiscal policies, would keep 
his job. 

But Cresson did not rule out a 
return to Cabinet positions by the 
Communists, who served in gov- 
ernment from 1981 to 1984 as 
allies of the governing Socialists. 

“It would be a great return,” 
she said. 

The Communists have promised 
to back Cresson in the 577-mem- 
ber National Assembly, where the 
Socialists lack an outright majori- 
ty, if she steers Rocard’s centrist 
policies leftward. 

Militant Scialist deputy Yvette 
Roudy said that the price for 
support of the 26 Communist dep- 
uties would be a ministerial post.
